Amid bad news, 
Obama outlines plan 
to put more to work

President-elect Obama said the economy 
seems destined to get worse before it gets 
better and he pledged a recovery plan “that is 
equal to the task ahead,” including a massive 
public works plan. 

Obama also said in an interview broadcast 
Sunday that the survival of the domestic car- 
making capacity is important, yet any bailout 
must be “conditioned on an auto industry 
emerging at the end of the process that 
actually works.” 

Less than six weeks before he takes office, 
Obama said that help for homeowners facing 
foreclosure is an option as part of his plan. He 
sidestepped a question about when he plans 
to raise taxes on wealthy Americans. 

Obama’s interview on NBC’s “Meet the 
Press” was his most extensive since winning 
the White House more than a month ago. 

In the intervening weeks, the economy has

showed clear signs of worsening. Employers 
said they eliminated more than 500,000 jobs 
in November alone and retailers reported 
disappointing holiday-season sales. 

“The economy is going to get worse before it 
gets better,” he said twice in the early moments 
of the interview, taped Saturday in Chicago. 

The president-elect announced on Saturday 
in his weekly radio address that he would call 
for the most massive spending on public works 
since the creation of the interstate highway 
system in the 1950s. In a word of caution to 
powerful lawmakers, he said the first priority 
would be “shovel-ready” projects — those that 
could create jobs rights away 

He offered no price estimate for the grand 


plan, how the money might be divided or the 
effect on the country’s financial health at a 
time of burgeoning deficits. 

The president-elect’s address never once 
used the word “spend,” relying instead on 
“invest” or “investments,” and pledging wise 
stewardship of taxpayer money in upgrading 
roads and schools, and making public 
buildings more energy-efficient. 

More than 5,000 highway projects are 
ready to go today, state transportation 
officials say, if Congress will pony up $64.3 
billion as part of an economic aid plan. The 
American Association of State Highway and 
Transportation Officials, which compiled the 
list, said the projects would provide jobs and 
help reduce a backlog of crumbling roads and 
bridges. 

On Sunday’s “Meet the Press,” Obama side- 
stepped a question about the pace of a troop 
withdrawal from Iraq, saying he would direct 
U.S. generals to come up with a plan “for a 
responsible drawdown.” He said in the cam- 
paign he wanted most U.S. troops withdrawn 
within 16 months, but did not say then, nor 
has he now, how large a deployment should 
be left behind. 
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Brainpills? 
Coulcm’t 
hurt, say 
researchers

NEW YORK Healthy people should have 
the right to boost their brains with 
pills, like those prescribed for hyper- 
active kids or memory-impaired older 
folks, several scientists contend in a 
provocative commentary 

College students already are illegally 
taking prescription stimulants like 
Ritalin to help them study, and 
demand for such drugs is likely to grow 
elsewhere, they say 

“We should welcome new methods 
of improving our brain function,” and 
doing it with pills is no more morally 
objectionable than eating right or 
getting a good night’s sleep, these 
experts wrote in an opinion piece 
published online Sunday by the journal 
Nature. 

The commentary calls for more 
research and a variety of steps for 
managing the risks. 

As more effective brain-boosting 
pills are developed, demand for them 
is likely to grow among middle-aged 
people who want youthful memory 
powers and multitasking workers 
who need to keep track of multiple 
demands, said one commentary author, 
brain scientist Martha Farah of the 
University of Pennsylvania. 

The seven authors, from the U.S. 
and Britain, include ethics experts and 
the editor-in-chief of Nature as well as 
scientists. They developed their case 
at a seminar funded by Nature and 
Rockefeller University in NewTbrk. 

Two authors said they consult 
for pharmaceutical companies; 
Farah said she had no such financial 
ties. 

The commentary didn’t impress 
Leigh Turner of the University of 
Minnesota Center for Bioethics. 

“It’s a nice puff piece for selling 
medications for people who don’t have 
an illness of any kind,” Turner said. 

The commentary cites a 2001 survey 
of about 11,000 American college 
students that found 4 percent had used 
prescription stimulants illegally in the 
prior year. 

But at some colleges, the figure was 
as high as 25 percent. 

“It’s a felony, but it’s being done,” 
said Farah.

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Seeing 

double

It’s not unusual to see double in Hollywood these days. A celebrity baby boom 
has yielded a noticeable number of identical and fraternal twins. 

In October, nearly 2-year-old Diddy daughters D’Lila Star and Jessie James 
appeared with him in EUomo Vogue. Dennis Quaid’s twins, Boone and Zoe, 
are the talk of celebrity baby blogs. Then, of course, there are Bradgelina’s 
creatively named wonder twins, Knox Leon and Vivienne Marcheline. 


The newest wave of Tinseltown twins has 
renewed public interest in brothers and sisters 
who are wombmates. A National Geographic 
Channel special, “In the Womb: Identical 
Twins,” is set to air Dec. 21. And there are 
more twins to talk about than ever before in 
the U.S., according to recent statistics from 
the Centers for Disease Control. 

Twins made up 32.2 of 1,000 births in 2005, 
the most recent GDC stats available, which 
also reveal that number has grown 42 percent 
since 1990, when the rate was 22.68 per 1,000 
births, leveling off beginning only in 2004. 

“The growth in twins is attributable to 
in-vitro fertilization and other fertility- 
stimulating drugs women are taking as 
they continue to have babies at later and 
later ages,” said Dr. Louis Keith, head of 
the Chicago-based Center for the Study of 
Multiple Birth— himself an identical twin. 
“In addition, mothers over the age of 35 are 
more prone to having twins, though there is 
not a precise reason why” 

Some twenty- and thirtysomething twins 
say the boom in twin babies means they 
no longer are as marveled at as they were 
growing up, when it was much more of a 
phenomenon. 

“You can’t go too many places without 
seeing twins,” Jennifer Durietz, 34, said. 
Jennifer and lookalike twin Jackie live in 
Vernon Hills together, where they still get 
some glances, but not nearly as many “My 
mom didn’t take fertility drugs, but when 
we were about 10, you started seeing twins 
popping up left and right. It’s no longer a 
shocker.” 

Still, Durietz and some other twins said.

many misconceptions and myths about twin 
sibs persist despite the increasing number 
of twins in America. RedEye can handle the 
truth, so we talked to four sets of local twins 
about four hot topics. Their answers might 
cause you to do a double take. 

Trading places 

In 1998’s “Parent Trap,” Lindsay Lohan played 
the dual role of twin sisters who switch places 
to get their divorced parents back together. 

But in the real world, trading places ain’t 
that easy or exciting, twins told us. 

Elmhurst twins Jim and Nick Ealco didn’t 
switch spots— with good reason, Jim said. 

“We’ve had teachers who thought we 
were the same person, but it wouldn’t have 
benefited us both to go to each other’s 
classes,” Jim Ealco, 38, said. “My brother was 
better in school than I was, so it wouldn’t 
have been a good move.” 

Not such a good move after school, either. 

“I was into sports and Jim] wasn’t,” Nick 
said of his brother. ‘A switch wouldn’t have 
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worked.” 

Erika and Monika Simmons, who hail 
from South Shore, found the notion of twins 
trading places outright insulting. 

“What would we want to do that for?” Erika, 
35, asked. “This isn’t a whole different you, like 
some kind of clone. This is an individual that 
doesn’t want to fulfill your agenda, and why 
would I want to carry out hers?” 

Living together forever 

The four sets of twins we interviewed bristled 
at what they called a misconception that twin 
siblings cannot live apart; yet three of the four 
sets currently live together. 

What’s up with that? 

It’s cool to live with your twin sib, but only 
to a point, according to Alisha and Telisha 
Maholmes, 28 -year-old sisters who until 
recently shared an apartment in Roseland. 
The duo lived together for six years, but 
are splitting up now that Alisha is married 
and moving upstairs with her new husband. 
Telisha plans to find another home, likely in 


the Southwest Suburbs, she said. 

“I will miss her, but I want to be on my 
own,” Telisha Maholmes said. 

Alisha said it’s more bittersweet for her. 

“It’s going to be an adjustment because we 
have some mutual friends, but we do have 
separate groups we hang out with,” she said. 
“I don’t really see her except in the house.” 

Jennifer and Jackie Durietz, on the other 
hand, say they enjoy living together. 

Both plan to remain roommates at least 
until one of them gets married, Jennifer said. 

Jackie took it a step further. 

“Ed love to have a house where me and my 
husband and my sister could live together,” 
Jackie said, adding that a neighborly situation 
also would work. 

But the Ealco brothers said they appreciate 
having distance between them, even if it’s 
only a few blocks.

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A CTA TRAIN GOING 55 MPH? IT’S TRUE

CTA trains are chugging along at up to 55 mph 
on long segments of the rail lines for the first 
time in years thanks to slow-zone repairs that 
will be mostly completed by year’s end, transit 
officials said. 

The improvements have come just in time 
for holiday travelers using the Blue Line to get 
to O’Hare. Blue Line slow zones, restricting 
trains in some locations to 6 mph, had been the 
worst among the CTA’s eight rail lines. 

Slow zones overall have not been eliminated, 
but they are greatly reduced since some CTA 
funds were redirected more than a year ago to 
step up replacement of deteriorated ties, worn 
rails and antiquated signals. 

As of November, trains were forced to oper- 
ate at reduced speeds on only 7 percent of 
CTA tracks due to slow zones, down from 22 
percent in October 2007. Over that 13-month 
period, more than 183,000 feet of slow zones 
have been removed from the system, said CTA 
president Ron Huberman. 

Blue Line ridership growth stalled last year 
and early this year due to track work related to

slow zones and the airline industry downturn. 

Transit officials are hoping holiday travelers, 
especially those who have been frustrated by 
long and unpredictable train trips— often well 
in excess of an hour between O’Hare and down- 
town— give the Blue Line another try now that 
train speeds have increased by 19 percent on 
the O’Hare branch. 

Blue Line travel times now average 45 to 50 
minutes between downtown and O’Hare. 

Trains are running at up to 55 mph even 
though the new track can handle up to 70 mph. 
The problem holding back an increase in the 
current speed is that many of the CTA trains 
serving the line are 40 years old. 

“We are beginning speed testing to up the 
speed,” Huberman said, “but we haven’t asked 
our train cars for over two decades to do any- 
thing over 55 {mph}.”

Rev. Wright returns to pulpit at Trinity

The resulting media onslaught fueled ten- 
sion around an already sensitive transition and 
prompted Moss, Wright’s handpicked successor, 
implement strict guidelines for the media, banning cam- 


eras and recording devices and instructing members not to 
grant interviews. 

On Sunday, church officials turned reporters away from 
the worship service. But services were streamed live on the 
Internet, and audio and video recordings were sold in the 
church bookstore. 

Wright said no amount of media coverage could dampen 
Trinity spirit. 

At the II a. m. service, Wright belittled “baby milk believ- 
ers,” who, he said, suffer a delusion that politics don’t belong 
in the pulpit.

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Workers’ sit-in attracts 
worldwide attention 


Trial ends 
with hung 
jury 

The trial of a man accused of killing a 14-year- 
old girl hit by stray gunfire as she looked out a 
window ended in a mistrial Sunday 

Cook County Asst. State’s Atty James Papa 
said jurors considering the case against Carail 
Weeks, 27, announced at ii a.m. that they were 
hung, and a mistrial was declared. The jurors 
deliberated all day Saturday, working until 10 
p.m., and were sequestered. They deliberated for 
about two more hours Sunday before announc- 
ing they could not come to a verdict. 

Weeks, of the 1300 block of West 51st Street, is 
charged with the murder of Starkesia Reed, who 
died when hit by a stray bullet while inside her 
Englewood home in 2006. Weeks also is charged 
with the attempted murder of two drug dealers 
that authorities said were his intended targets. 

Reed, of the 7000 block of South Ithle Avenue, 
was getting ready for school on the morning of 
March 3, 2006, when gunfire rang outside her 
family’s apartment. 

As the Harper High School honor student 
looked out the front window to see what was 
happening, a bullet crashed through the glass 
and struck her in the face, killing her instantly 

During the trial, prosecutors sought to prove 
that two drug dealers were the intended targets 
and identified Weeks as the shooter. 

They said Weeks’ ownership of the gun— an 
assault rifle— and the recovery at the scene of 
spent shell casings further linked him to Reed’s 
slaying. 

But the assistant public defenders represent- 
ing Weeks argued he was home with his sister 
and other family members at the time of the 
shooting. They said while they did not dispute 
Weeks bought the AK-47 style rifle in September 
2005, he was not the one who fired the shot that 
killed Reed. 


Workers in the third day of a sit-in on their for- 
mer factory floor peered through the windows 
of a door Sunday, looking on amazed as a mix of 
supporters, politicians and journalists packed a 
foyer outside. 

“We never expected this,” said Melvin Maclin, 
a factory employee and vice president of the local 
union that represents the workers. “We expected 
to go to jail.” 

The band of about 200 workers demand- 
ing severance and vacation pay have become a 
national symbol for millions of laid-off workers 
across the country They occupied their former 
workplace. Republic Windows & Doors at 1333 
N. Hickory Ave., after the company abruptly 
fired them last week. 

At a news conference Sunday President-elect 
Obama said Republic should follow through on 
its commitments to its workers. 

“The workers who are asking for the benefits 
and payments that they have earned, I think 


they’re absolutely right and understand that 
what’s happening to them is reflective of what’s 
happening across this economy” Obama said. 

Rev Jesse Jackson delivered turkeys to the 
workers, pledging the support of his Chicago- 
based Rainbow/PUSH Coalition. 

“These workers deserve their wages, deserve 
fair notice, deserve health security” Jackson said. 
“This may be the beginning of long struggle of 
worker resistance Anally” 

Leah Fried, an organizer for the United 
Electrical Workers union that represents the 
workers, said the company told the union that 
Bank of America has canceled its financing. 

Bank of America received $25 billion as part 
of a government bailout. Some workers carried 
signs Sunday that said: “You got bailed out. We 
got sold out.” 

Representatives of Republic Windows & 
Doors and Bank of America could not be reached 
for comment.

The south suburb this 
week became the latest to 
adopt an ordinance giving 
options to cops who find a 
roach in an ashtray. 

In most cases-when 
the cop doesn’t tell you to 
just throw the marijuana 
in the sewer-officers 
spend hours arresting you. 
There’s fingerprinting and 
paperwork, and then the 
officer has to go to court 
when you visit the judge. 

A judge will typically 
make first-timers go to drug 
school, and eventually the 
case is dropped. It’s a lot 
of work for a few dried-up 
leaves. 

But under the ordinance, 
30 grams or less of pot will 
yield a ticket and a $250 to 
$750 fine that won’t show up 
in a criminal record. 

The town keeps the cash. 

T.J. Somers, chief legal 
counsel, said Chicago 
Heights is not pro-reefer. 

The goal is to unclog the 
court system and make 
some dinero off small-time 
potheads. Several Illinois 
cities with home rule 
designations have adopted 
such ordinances. 

“I’m a big proponent of 
this,” said attorney John 
Weimar, who presides over 
pot cases in Alsip and Orland 
Park. “There should be a 
weeding-out process.”

Sources: Tribune Co. hires bankruptcy advisers 


Chicago Tribune and RedEye parent 
Tribune Co. is working with bankrupt- 
cy advisers at investment bank Lazard 
and law firm Sidley Austin to weigh its 
financial options, sources said Sunday 

“It’s an uncertain and difficult 
environment,” Tribune Co. spokesman 
Gary Weitman said Sunday night. 
“We haven’t made any decision. We’re 
looking at all of our options.” 

Tribune Co., which has been struggling 


under a $13 billion debt load incurred last 
December when real estate magnate Sam 
Zell took the company private in an $8.2 
billion leveraged buyout, faces a Monday 
deadline on $70 million of unsecured 
debt taken on by Tribune Co. before the 
deal. Sources said the company could 
draw on an existing line of credit with its 
senior lenders to pay the bill. 

Tribune has suffered from the 
industry-wide declines in advertising 


revenue and its cash flow has been 
eroding steadily since the deal was 
done. The recent economic crisis has 
made things worse and analysts say 
the company’s hope to stay within its 
existing debt covenants by the end of 
the year is to sell the Chicago Cubs so 
it can pay off enough debt to reduce its 
interest burden. 

The alternative is to renegotiate new 
terms with the banks that made its loans: 


Citibank, Bank of America, JP Morgan 
Chase and Merrill Lynch. Tribune’s debt 
trades on the open market for a fraction 
of its original value and analysts suspect 
those banks have already written off 
their exposure. Therefore, the lenders 
may be willing to negotiate a lower 
level of debt. But these negotiations are 
always uncertain, which is why Tribune 
has hired bankruptcy counsel, sources 
said.

BEARS DUMP JAGUARS; MINNESOTA CLINCHES TIEBREAKER 


Danieal Manning saw the opening and 
made his move, setting the tone for a win 
the Bears desperately needed. It’s too early 
to say if he also sparked a playoff push in 
the process. 

Manning started a strong defensive effort 
with an early interception, Desmond Clark 
and Greg Olsen caught touchdown passes, 
and the Bears rolled to a 23-10 victory over 
the reeling Jacksonville Jaguars on a bone- 
chilling Sunday afternoon. 

“We can finish up 10-6,” coach Lovie 
Smith said. “Most teams that finish up 10- 
6 end up going to the playoffs. We’re just 
looking straight ahead.” 

Robbie Gould kicked three field goals 
and the Bears (7-6) rebounded from a 34-14 
loss at Minnesota last week that left them a 
game behind the Vikings in the NFC North 
and needing help. They got some from the 
Jaguars (4-9), who have dropped four in a 
row and six of seven. 

The Bears could have used some help 
from Detroit, but Minnesota beat the 
Lions and clinched a potential tiebreaker 
with the Bears. So Chicago needs to finish 
with a better record to win the division. 

But defensive end Alex Brown couldn’t 
help but look up at the scoreboard to see 
what Minnesota was doing. 

“'You look at it, but you’ve got to take care 
of your part,” he said. “That’s it. Whatever 
happens in the Minnesota game is going to 
happen whether you look at it or not. It’s 
still going to happen. We’ve got to do our 
part and that’s winning.” 

With the game-time temperature at 
18 degrees. Manning warmed up the crowd 
when he picked off a pass intended for Jerry

Porter on the third play from scrimmage. 
He returned it 42 yards to the 5 before fum- 
bling it out of bounds. 

That set up Clark’s 2-yard touchdown 
catch, and Olsen added an acrobatic 
22-yard TD reception near the end of the 
first half, when he reached across the goal 
line to make it 20-3. 

“We were in a zone with pressure defense 
and disguised it like it was man-to-man cov- 


erage,” said Manning, who also had a 52-yard 
kickoff return. 

“I was just hovering over my guy and I 
saw him and I jumped in the way and he 
threw it right to me.” 

The Bears won even though Matt Forte 
and Kyle Orton were rather quiet. 

Forte, third in the league in yards from 
scrimmage entering the game, ran for 
69 yards on 21 carries and caught five passes 
for 37 yards. 

Orton, meanwhile, still hasn’t returned 
to the form he showed before being carted 
off the field with a sprained ankle against 
Detroit last month, and another injury on 
Sunday gave him a big blood stain on his 
left leg. 

Orton couldn’t— or wouldn’t— say how 
it happened, but he was steady enough 
after a miserable performance against 
Minnesota. 

He finished 20-for-34 with 219 yards, 
two touchdowns and an interception after 
throwing three last week. 

“I thought we came out and played 
really well in the first half, established the 
run, which when you get into December at 
Soldier Field you’ve got to do,” Orton said. 
‘And we made enough plays in the passing 
game.” 

Clark caught just two passes for 8 yards, 
but the touchdown was his first this season. 
Olsen, meanwhile, had three receptions for 
52 yards, including that nifty TD with 18 
seconds left in the first half He got hit by 
the Jaguars’ Reggie Nelson as he made the 
catch in front of the goal line and reached 
forward as his knee hit the ground, putting 
the game out of reach.

Oklahoma and Florida emerge from mass of 
one-loss teams to earn berths in BCS title game 




Florida was an up-and-coming power and Oklahoma was a declining one 
when Bob Stoops made his move. He left his post as Gators defensive 
coordinator to take his first head-coaching job with the Sooners. 

Ten years later, both programs are on top. On Sunday they earned invi- 
tations to play for the BCS National Championship on Jan. 8 in Miami. 

As expected, the final BCS standings had Oklahoma at No. i and 
Florida at No. 2— the reverse order of their rankings in The Associated 
Press poll— setting up the first meeting between these storied pro- 
grams. 

“Nine weeks ago our team got together and said let’s make every game 
count,” Gators coach Urban Meyer said, speaking of Florida’s rebound 
from its only loss, in September to Mississippi. 

Tim Tebow and the Gators did just that. So did Oklahoma, which 
bounced back from a loss in October to Texas. 

Florida (12-1) has averaged 49 points a game in the nine games since 
its only loss. Oklahoma (12-1) became the first team since 1919 to score 
60 -plus in five straight games. 

Other teams had their chances this season, and also finished with one 
loss: Texas, Southern California, Alabama, Texas Tech and Penn State.

Hall or bust 

Cubs’ Santo to learn Hall of Fame fate Monday 


Ron Santo is an experienced traveler on this emo- 
tional road to the Hall of Fame. And, as all listen- 
ers to the Cubs on WGN-AM can attest, Santo is 
prone to yell and scream out the window. 

“That’s the way I am,” Santo said. “I express my 
feelings, whatever happens, whether it is good or 
bad.” 

The Cubs’ legendary third baseman will find 
out Monday if at least 75 percent of the Veterans 
Committee believes he is worthy of baseball’s 
highest honor. Santo, who turns 69 on Feb. 25, 
played 14 seasons with the Cubs (1960-73) and one 
with the White Sox. 

He has experienced Hall of Fame rejections 
in the past. “When I look at this situation, I 
guess I am more nervous than I have ever been,” 


Santo said recently from his winter home in 
Phoenix. 

Santo hit .277 with 342 home runs, 1,331 RBIs, 
365 doubles, 67 triples and 1,138 runs scored in 2,243 
games. He was a nine- time All-Star who earned 
five consecutive Gold Glove awards (1964-68). 

His well-chronicled battles with diabetes have 
cost him parts of both legs. 

“I am more nervous about being psyched up,” 
said Santo, who adds he is not inviting media 
members to his house to hear the announcement 
as in the past. “If I get in, bring all of the cameras 
you want. But if I don’t get in, I don’t want to go 
through it. I just have a feeling it is going to take 
me a little while. I just want to be with my wife. 
That’s it.”

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HOMETOWN HITS 

While the White Sox awaited word 
on whether free agent Orlando 
Cabrera would decline their 
salary arbitration offer, two trade 
scenarios were shot down Sunday night on the 
eve of the winter meetings. 

A source familiar with the talks rejected 
a report in the Dayton Daily News quoting a 
“major-league source close to the situation’’ that 
a deal to send Sox right fielder Jermaine Dye to 
Cincinnati for pitcher Homer Bailey “was done 
and would be announced this week.” 

The source said the Reds were reluctant to 
take on Dye’s $11.5 million salary even though 
they need a right-handed hitter of his caliber. 
The source added that the Sox were seeking 
more prospects besides Bailey, who was 0-6 
with a 7.93 ERA in eight starts and was 4-7 with 
a 4.77 ERA at Triple-A Louisville. 

Notre Dame (6-6), which just found 
out last week that coach Charlie 
Weis will be back next season, 
learned Sunday it will face the 
Hawaii Warriors (7-6) on Christmas Eve. The 
Irish will be out to end their NCAA-record nine- 
game bowl losing streak. 

It won’t be Notre Dame’s first trip to the 
islands. The Irish played in the 1984 Aloha 
Bowl, losing 27-20 to SMU. The Irish also 
traveled to Hawaii to play the Warriors twice, 
beating them 48-42 in 1991 and 23-22 in 1997. 

The Hawaii Bowl was cleared to invite the 
Irish after Arizona beat Arizona State 31-10 on 
Saturday, leaving the Sun Devils ineligible for a 
bowl berth. 




No. 22 Northwestern will take on 
Big 12 runner-up Missouri in the 
Alamo Bowl. 

The No. 25 Tigers (9-4) are 
coming off consecutive losses, against Kansas 
in the regular-season finale before losing 
66-21 to Oklahoma in the Big 12 championship 
game Saturday night. The Dec. 29 game will 
mark the first time the Alamo Bowl matches a 
pair of Top 25 teams since 2000, when 
No. 19 Northwestern lost to No. 8 Nebraska in 
the Wildcats’ only other Alamo Bowl. 

Ben Eager scored twice, and 
Andrew Ladd had a goal and 
three assists for a career-high 
four points in the Blackhawks’ 7-1 
victory over the Phoenix Coyotes on Sunday 
night. 

Coming off a 5-4 shootout loss in Detroit on 
Saturday night, the Hawks improved to 8-1-4 
at home.

Irish fall in NCAA title game 

Notre Dame lost 2-1 to North Carolina in the 
NCAA women’s soccer championship Sunday. 
It was the fifth time in five tries Notre Dame 
had lost to the Tar Heels in the final. This 
one kept the top-ranked Irish (26-1) from 
completing their first perfect season. 
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Hey, nice buns! 

Steamed, baked or right out of the pastry case, these buns are hot

□ ao, buns, mantou— whatever you call them, they’re the quintessential Asian street food. 

The little fist-sized balls of dough filled with various savories and sweets also may be the 
most recession-friendly snack around. They’re filling, comforting and almost unbelievably 
cheap, going for as little as 75 cents at some spots and rarely more than $2. Once hidden away in Chi- 
natown and Argyle Street bakeries, they’re starting to pop up all over town. Whether you like yours 
steamed like bao or baked to a puffy golden brown, we know you’ll like ’em because they’re cheap. 
Here’s where to go to get your fill. 


The standby 

You could go to any number of spots in Uptown for a quick 
fix, but all buns are not created equal. Save yourself the 
trouble of shopping around by remembering these two 
words: Chiu Quon. For our money, Chiu Quon Bakery (1127 
W. Argyle St. 773-907-8888) has the best baked and steamed 
buns in town-except, possibly, for Chinatown sister spot 
Chiu Quon Bakery and Cafe (2242 S. Wentworth Ave. 
312-225-6608). Prices are astonishingly low at this no-frills 
Chinese bakery-most buns hover around a buck, give or 
take 5 or 10 cents depending on the filling-and they’re big 
enough to serve as a satisfying breakfast or a light lunch. 
The packed pastry case can be overwhelming, but when the 
place isn’t slammed, the staff patiently fields questions. If it’s 
crowded or you’re just not sure where to start, you can’t go 
wrong with a steamed bun filled with pork and cabbage. 

The newcomer 

Baked buns are the specialty at rather obviously named 
Edgewater bakery Bunz (1136 W. Thorndale Ave. 773-878- 
1668) which opened in July. The doughy spheres are among 
the biggest around, with savory fillings such as barbecued 
pork or xew mai (pork meatballs) baked right in. This spot 
caters to the American palate a bit more than the uber- 
authentic Chiu Quon, offering Metropolis coffee to go as 
well as buns with fillings such as ham and egg, turkey and 
cheese, and even hot dog. Bunz isn’t worth a major detour- 
especially if it takes you though Chinatown or near Argyle 
Street-but low prices ($1.16-$1.50), eager-to-please service 
and a convenient location just west of the Thorndale “L” 
station make it worth a stop if you’re in the neighborhood. 

The modern twist 

Rick Spiros, chef-owner of Bucktown’s month-old Mantou 
Noodle Bar (1633 N. Milwaukee Ave. 773-772-8688), didn’t 
set out to open a spot known solely for Asian buns, but they 
fit his street food concept and the word mantou-which 
means “bread” in some parts of China and refers to filled 
buns in others, according to Spiros-had a nice ring to it 
when he was settling on a name. Though you’ll also find 
noodles, rice dishes and a small oyster bar at this sleek late- 
night spot, the mantou, prepared in a bamboo steamer, are 
the most addictive of the lot. Mantou offers fewer choices 
than Chiu Quon or Bunz (current options are limited to 
barbecued pork, spicy shao shing chicken or sweet potato) 
and prices are higher ($2.50 each or five for $10), but the 
cool ambiance of this sit-down spot and the option to sip 
sake with your haul make it hard to beat.

Back to the future 


Smashing Pumpkins focus 
on future of music and ieave 
the past behind

Anniversary concert tours traditionally are about celebrating history 
and waxing nostalgic with loyal fans. But the Smashing Pumpkins 
don’t put much stock in tradition, even less in nostalgia. 

So on the group’s 20th anniversary tour, founding members Billy 
Corgan and Jimmy Chamberlin are emphasizing provocation over cel- 
ebration, with set lists devoted as much or more to new and outside 
material and extended jams than the group’s hits. 

“These past 20 years (not that I’ve been a fan for that long) of music 
have been awesome,” wrote one commentator on the Pumpkins’ fan 
forum after the group’s New York show last month, “and we’re 
looking forward to another 20. But out of the 25 songs that 
are played or so, give us 2 or 3 that would make us — the true 
fans— have a nostalgic, or ‘mellon collie’ moment.” 

That’s the kind of response that has prompted some 
onstage rants from Corgan and more caustic feedback 
from the Pumpkin faithful. 

“When we played in New York,” Corgan, 41, said 
last week in Hollywood, relaxing backstage after a TV 
show taping, “people were freaking out and scream- 
ing and yelling,” yet New York Times rock critic Jon 
Pareles gave them a good review, “because we’re still 
dangerous and we’re still relevant on some intrinsic 
musical level that can’t even be defined.” 

The veteran Chicago band has booked many two- 
night stands on this tour, crafting distinct sets for 
each show— labeled “Black Sunshine” the first night, 
“White Crosses” the second— in part so that those 
who catch both nights won’t be subjected to major 
repetition of the material. 

But it’s also designed to keep the musicians’ focus 
ahead rather than in their rear-view mirror. 

“If you spend 80 percent of your time talking 
about how great the past was, where are you living?” 
Chamberlin said. 

Another result of that viewpoint is Smashing 
Pumpkins’ decision to dole out new songs and videos 
in a variety of places — the song “G.L.O.W” as a new 
Guitar Hero audio and MySpace video download, its 
four-song ‘American Gothic” EP issued earlier this 
year only as a download. 

“I think our generation has shown that they are 
really not interested in buying music,” Corgan 
said. “If you start with our generation and {move} 
forward, I think it’s not looking very good for the 
future. Right now the music business continues to 
survive on the Paul McCartney tour. 

“There’s a built-in business that continues 
to go on for the Elton Johns of the world, who 
are very solid artists. And there are plenty 
of people who still want to go out and see 
Eleetwood Mac. But when those people go 
out of circulation, I think it’s going to 
be a very different business.” 

And Corgan, who’s never been much 
of an optimist, isn’t especially upbeat 
about how that difference will play 
out. 

“You no longer have {institutions] to 
tell you what has more value,” he said.
